Allies Advance 
15 More Miles 
On Two Fronts

Allied Headquarters in North Africa, Sept. 23 (A P) — 
Allied headquarters-* announced advances of IO to 15 miles in 
central arid southern sectors of Italy today in a forward sweep 
which was gradually forcing Field Marshal Gen. Albert Res­ 
piring to uncover the inland approaches to smoke-smothered, 
dynamite-shattered Naples. 
Victorious French soldiers and American Rangers pressed 
the Germans back farther into the northeastern corner of 
Corsica while Allied air forces bombed and machinegunned 
Nazi ships seeking to remove escaping Nazis from the evacu­ 
ation port of Bastia. 
Hear Demolition Bombs In Naples 
Allied soldiers were within sight and sound of the sys­ 
tematic wrecking of Naples by German demolition squads, 
As the sound of frequent explosions from the smoking city 
rolled over the hills toward the Americans and British, Allied 
headquarters announced that the Germans had scuttled at 
least Sd ships at Naples and blocked practically every berth 
along the docks.

SOUTH PACIFIC 
ALLIES BATTER

FUEL OIL USERS 


URGED TO ORDER 


WINTER SUPPLY 


To insure delivery of fuel oil be­ 
fore cold weather sets in. house­ 
holders of Gettysburg and Adams 
county were urged today by Frank 
J. Loftus. acting director of the 
Harrisburg District OPA office, to 
place their orders for fuel oil with 
their dealers immediately. 
Since the new heating year begins 
on October I, period 5 coupons re­ 
maining from the 1942-1943 allot­ 
ment may bo used only through 
September 30, Mr. Loftus said. The 
new period I coupons as well as J 
"consumer 
reserve" 
and 
“change 
making" coupons are also valid. 
"In order to help dealers solve! 
their manpower and truck shortage 
problems, delivery of as much fuel 
oil as possible must be made during 
the next few weeks," he explained. 
"With deliveries spread out over a 
longer period of time, every person 
who heats by oil will be reasonably 
certain of having some fuel oil by 
the time the first cold wave hits. 
Therefore, it is important that resi­ 
dents make arrangements now for 
deliveries.” 
"Ration Boards have made every 
effort to renew fuel oil rations and 
have completed the task of mailing 
out all of the 
new coupons far 
enough In advance of cold weather 
to assure you an opportunity to get 
deliveries. 
Now it is up to con­ 
sumers to do their part and order 
their fuel oil,” Mr. Loftus declared. 
"All dealers may not be able to 
make deliveries of fuel oil immedi­ 
ately,” he said, "but the cooperation 
of residents of Gettysburg and Ad­ 
ams county will make possible the 
most efficient use of equipment and 
will result in the best possible serv­ 
ice.”
